Allan-  "Tan"  Meeks,  pioneer 
Cloyne  resident,  recently  celebrat- 
ed his  94th  birthday.  Mr.  Meeks, 
now  retired,  makes  his  home  with 
his  son,  John  Meeks.  He  is  en- 
joying  fairly   good   health. 

Speaking  of  old  times  in  the 
Cloyne  district,  Mr.  Meek^  said; 
that  his  lather,  Denison  Meel^,, 
was  one  of  the  first  residents  to 
take  up  land  in  the  Cloyne  dis- 
trict. His  father  was  bom  in  New 
York  State  in  1826  and  came  to 
Canada  when  very  young.  His 
mother,  Elizabeth  Meeks  was 
born  in  1834.  Her  oldest  child  was 
born  in  1847  when  she  was  1^ 
years  of  age. 

Some  time  during  the  year  \858 
Mr.  Denison  Meeks  revisited  the 
Cloyne  district  and  decided  tc 
move  from  Camden  Township 
where  he  resided  for  a  short  time. 
The  road  through  the  Cloyne  dis- 
trict had  been  planned  and  cut 
out  under  the  direction  of  Ebe- 
nezer  Perry.  It  was  rocky  and 
rough  and  only  a  lumber  wagon 
could  be  driven  over  it. 

At  that  time   there   were   only 
two      settlers      living      north      of 
Cloyne.  They  were  Johnnie  Wmr 
ters    who    lived    on    the    property 
now  owned  by  Dr.  Hannah,  and 
Davis   Hawley  who  lived   on   the 
four  comers  on  the  lot  now  own- 
ed    by     Archie     Meeks.     Denison 
Meeks    built    his    home    on    the 
place  now  owned  by   his   grand- 
son, Oscar  Meeks.  The  first  house 
was  built  of  logs.  It  was  a  two- 
storey    structure.

At  the  Kingston  General  Hospital 
on  December  27tli,  1943,  there  passed 
away  James  Beech  Hawley,  following 
a  veiy  brief  illness. 

He  was  born  in  Camden  Township, 
on  March  2nd_  1864,  and  was  the 
second  son  of  Sarah  Rogers  and 
Philo  Simeon  Hawley.  He  lived  most 
of  his  life  in  the  Bath  and  Morven 
districts  and  was  a  leading  farmer 
of  the  community  for  a  great  num- 
ber of  years.  He  served  for  many 
years  on  the  village  council  at  Bath 
and  as  Reeve  on  the  County  Council 
and  was  always  willing  to  give  of  his 
time  and  ability  to  the  general  wel- 
fare of  the  community. 

The  late  J.  B.  Hawley  was  prede- 
ceased by  his  first  wife  Emma  Le- 
veare,  on  December  4th,  1911  and 
was  later  united  in  marriage  to  Hazel 
Elizabeth  Cook,  July  Oth,  1916,  who  is 
left  to  mourn  his  loss,  as  well  as  five 
daughters,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Tuckett,  Port 
Hope,  Ont..
